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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in answer to the amendments filed 8/31/2004 and 4/28/2005. 

Election/Restriction 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: 

Species I: the embodiment describing a battery package is further provided with a refreshing 
demand display device for displaying a need to initiate a refreshing charge and discharge if a recovery 
voltage of the secondary batteries does not exceed a predetermined voltage after a lapse of a 
predetermined time from a moment when the secondary batteries come to a final discharge voltage. 

Species II: the embodiment describing an operational control circuit counts a number of times 
that the voltage of the batteries exceeds a preset voltage within a predetermined time period, and 
wherein the battery package is provided with a refreshing demand display device for displaying a need to - 
initiate a refreshing charge and discharge when the counted number reaches a predetermined number. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one 
of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
